In lesson 11, you learned how to say "Do you have [thing]?" using the [thing], arimasu ka sentence pattern. In this lesson, 
you'll learn how to answer that question. 


"Yes, | Do (Have [Thing])" and "No, | Don't (Have [Thing])." 


If your answer is "yes," say hai, meaning "yes," and add arimasu, meaning "have." If your answer is "no," say jie, meaning 
"no," and add arimasen, meaning "don't have," which is the negative form of arimasu. 


Formation 
Question: [Thing] ga arimasu ka?_— “Do you have [thing]?” 


e Yes: Hai, arimasu. — "Yes, | do." 
e No: /ie, arimasen. — "No, | don't."

Arimasu and Arimasen 


You can express that you have and don't have something by using arimasu, meaning "have," and arimasen, meaning "don't 
have." 


Formation 


e [Person] wa [thing] ga arimasu. — "[Person] has [thing]." 
e [Person] wa [thing] ga arimasen. — "[Person] doesn't have [thing].” 


Sample Sentences 


[PERSON] WA [THING] GA ARIMASU OR ARIMASEN "ENGLISH" 

Watashi wa arerugT ga arimasu. "| have an allergy." 

Teira-san "Taylor has an allergy." 

Watashi arimasen. "| don't have an allergy." 
Teira-san "Taylor doesn't have an allergy."
